Buildings, plans, furnishings and equipment are stated 
in the Balance Sheet at original cost. No provision has 
been made for depreciation. An independent appraisal 
of these assets completed during the year ended March 
31, 1950 and a subsequent independent appraisal of 
buildings, completed during the year ended March 31, 
1967, indicated that values had been maintained 
through repairs and renewals, which have been 
financed from revenue and reserve funds. Buildings in 
the course of construction have been included in the 
assets of the University to the extent of construction 
costs incurred to March 31, 1970. 

Due from operating funds, $4,996, represents 
unexpended capital funds in the form of short term 
bank deposits held with operating funds. The source

on behalf of the Academic Pension Fund, to purchase 
National Housing Act First Mortgage Bonds, 8%% and 
9%%, with a face value of $1,650, in equal monthly 
instalments in the amount of $80. Instalments 
including interest thereon amounted to $1,046 as at 
March 31, 1970. 

For the current year, net revenue from Garneau 
Properties, totalling $63, has been shown in the 
Statement of Revenue and Expense (included with 
Operating departments, Expense, net) with the 
subsequent transfer to Capital Surplus being made 
from Operating Surplus. For the year ended March 31, 
1969, net revenue totalling $71, was credited to 


Garneau Properties Reserve which, included in on 


aggregate amount in reserve of $311, was transferred 
to Capital Surplus.

The following report, dated August 19, 1970, and 
addressed to the Board of Governors, has been received 
from the Provincial Auditor. 


I have examined the Balance Sheet and the Statements 
of Long Term Debt of The University of Alberta as at 
March 31, 1970, and the statements of Operating Surplus, 
Capital Provided by the Government of the Province of 
Alberta, Capital Surplus, Revenue and Expense, Reserves 
and Academic Pension Fund Operations for the year then 
ended. My examination included a general review of the 
accounting procedures and such tests of accounting 
records and other supporting evidence as I considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 

In my opinion these financial statements present fairly 
the financial position of the University as at March 31, 
1970, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended, in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year.

of the President 


The year 1969-70, the last year of a decade of 
tremendous growth for The University of Alberta, 
was a year of crisis and congratulation for the 
University. The decade from 1960 to 1969 will be 
known as the decade during which the crisis of 
numbers dominated the thinking of universities, 
and the major part of our effort had to be directed 
to obtaining the staff and facilities to 
accommodate a student enrolment which tripled 
in ten years. 

The 3AU Fund Drive which was embarked 
upon in November, 1968, by the Universities of 
Alberta, Calgary and Lethbridge, reached its 
halfway point in June, 1970. Over 12 million 
dollars had been collected at that date from 
industry, alumni, and other friends of the 
universities. The objective of 25 million dollars by 
1973 will be pursued by the Fund Development 
Office, which was established in 1969. 

The physical growth of the campus has 
continued in efforts to match the needs created by 
expanded New buildings 
coming into use during the past year include Phase 
I of the New Engineering Centre, the Clinical 
Sciences Building, and the North Wing of Cameron 
Library. As the year drew to a close, Car Park I, 
the expansion to the Physical Education Building, 
the Biological Sciences Building, and the Central 
Academic Building were being completed for 
occupancy in the fall of 1970. The Law Centre, 
Basic Medical Sciences (Phase I), and Car Park II 
were also under construction. 

1969-70 was the first year of existence for the 
Departments of Comparative Literature, 
Linguistics, and Germanic Languages, created out 
of the former Division of General Linguistics.

Department of Art was approved, and also a 
forestry program in the Faculty of Agriculture. 
This program includes options in related areas of 
forest control, such as environmental pollutants 
and forest range management. 

In 1969-70, a total of 577 graduate degrees was 
awarded, including 153 doctor of philosophy and 
423 masters degrees. In all 2,790 students were 
registered in graduate studies in the report year, a 
dramatic growth from the 334 who comprised the 
Faculty in 1956-57.

When one stops to assess the accomplishments 
of Canadian universities during the 1960’s, it can 
be seen that there is still much left to do. 
University education is accessible to only about 15 
per cent of the university age group, about 
three-tenths of the corresponding percentage for 
the United States. Canada must greatly increase 
the accessibility of its universities to the college 
age group, and must make a university education 
available to the economically disadvantaged people 
in Canada. The universities would also like to 
continue to improve the quality of their 
educational programs, something that is neither 
easy nor inexpensive to accomplish. 

During the 1960’s university enrolments in 
Canada increased at an annual rate of 12 per cent 
and operating expenditures increased at a 
corresponding rate of 24 per cent, both rates being 
far greater than the annual rate of population 
growth and the corresponding rate of growth of 
the gross national product. Such exponential rates 


of growth are frightening, particularly to the |
